Motive power on Canadian farm 
costs a lot of money. The number of 
horses in.Canada shown at the last 
census in 1941 was 2,789,391 valued at 
approximately $185,000,000. The num- 
ber of tractors was 158,844 which at 
a value of $760 each would approxi- 
mate $120,000,000. 

How is the returning veteran’ being 
placed at thie time? Figures released 
by the Veterans’ Affairs Department 
in Ottawa show that during Septem- 
ber 1,810 ex-service-men received 
benefits under the reestablishment 
order providing maintenance grants. 
A total of $88,246 was expended that 
month. During the same period 9,741 
veterans were placed in employment 
through National Selective Service.

Farm Notes 


FINISH POULTRY ON THE FARM 


Poultry raisers are advised to feed 
and finish their poultry on the farm 
More economical gain can be made in 
this way than in any ‘commercial 
plant. 


Where the number of birds .is 


to advantage. A crate six feet long, 
sixteen inches wide and.twenty inches 
high, is divided into three compart- 
ments with four birds in each com- 
partment. A slat bottom is provided 
for disposal of. the droppings, and a 


feeding period in the crate is about 
two weeks. 


When many birds are to be fatten- 
ed, the feeding can be done in pens 
Almost any kind of pen that can be 
partitioned off in an unused barn ‘or 
shed is suitable. Care should be tak- 
en to avdid undve ¢ ding in the 
pens. The feeding od in pen 
is somewhat longer than in the crat- 
es, and usually requires about four 
weeks. 

Following either method, a mash 
inixture moistened with skim = milk 
or buttermilk gives satisfactory re- 
sults, The mixture used contains 
ground wheat 25%, ground oats 40% 
ground barley 30% and meat scrap 
5%. Grains should be medium finely 
ground, the coarser hulls being aift- 
ed out, Mix with milk to the con- 
sistancy of thin porridge, and mix 
the feed ohe day ahead of feeding. 
Whole grain should not be fed dur- 
ing the fattening period. 

Only good, healthy well fleshed 
birds should be selected for fattening. 
Thin birds, and those with 
coarse frames with little meat, 
should be avoided. Birds should be 
starved for twenty-four hours be- 
fore starting on the fattening mash, 
The first feeding should be light, 
and the amount gradually increased 
until the birds are on full feed on 
the third day, receiving’ an amount 
that can be cleaned up in half an 
hour. Do not leave feed before the 
birds between feedings.. Clean the 
troughs and give water to drink. 
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GUARD AGAINST 
VITAMIN DEFICIENCY 


Brood sows on good pasture in the 
summer will obtain plenty of 
Vitamins A and D, but from now un- 
til spring these vitamins must be pro 
‘vided from other sources. 

The addition of fish oil to the 
grain ration, or the feeding of well 
cured green alfalfa hay will help to 
overcome any Vitamin A or D de- 
ficiency. The use of legume hay, par- 
ticularly alfalfa if properly cured, 
not only helps in meeting Vitamin 
requirements of brood sows, but also 
supplies some of the much needed 
calcium and protein. ’ 

Vitamins A and D are extremely 
important, and provision should be 
made during the winter for inclusion 
of necessary vitamin carriers in the 
ration. Vitamin A is the growth or 
anti-infection vitamin. It keeps the 
surface tissues of the body in a 
healthy condition so that they may 
resist bacteria] infection. Vitamin D

There is a crying demand for 
health education all over Saskatche- 
wan, it is stated in one section of 
the report of the Saskatchewan 
Health Services Survey Commission 
té the provincial government.

‘| sion headed by Dr. Henry B. Sigeriat, 
professor of History.of medicine at 
Johns Hopkins University in Balti- 
more, Md., is an outgrowth of the 
Saskatchewan government's pre-elec- 
tion promise “to set up a complete 
system of socialized health 
with special emphasis on preventive 
medicine.” 

The demand for health education 
is an encouraging sign, the | report 
says, “because it shows that the 
population is fully aware of the sig- 
nificance of health, and is receptive 
for instruction and advise.” 

“Health education obviously be- 
gins in the school, and to that end it 
may be necessary to revise the cur- 
riculum of the normal! schools,” 
report says.
